It is 
because of the admitted 
writers to deal impartiaHy by contempo- 
rary history, as well as the incapacity of 
children to understand and the risk of 
prejudiced explanations on tlre part of 
teachers, that we say, it were better post- 
pongd for the present and omitted .from 
our echools, public and private, altogether. 

The Comm closes its interesting

Tbe tmportence of Loutsvi'ie as a jeaf tobacco 
market has attracted the attention of foreign 
buyers, and the more they purchase here the 
more they are Ifkely tO purchase, sed this im- 
portent fact to tne planters leads us to consider 
WHY THE REGIE BUYERS SEEK OUR MARKET. 
For some y«srs th+ regie-buyers (*ontractors for 
foreign governments, , Frapce, Itely, 8p4ln and 
Austria), have berp r- present-d here; but curing 
notime has the Lout ville mariet furpished 
them with -uch large supplies as during the 
season just ended. 
A careful Inquiry tnto the cau‘es for the 
increasing importance atiached to our 
merket by thts hesvy trade, shows that the 
principle of “dollars and cents” shapes 
this course. Goveroment contractors sav- 
considerably by drawing th-ir supplies direct 
from bere. thereby avotding the heavy charges 
which upavoidably rest upon tobzcco bought at 
the seaboard—New York or New Orleans—where, 
on top of Western cost, the leaf has to stand 
drayage, warehoure fees or inspection; loss in 
weight thereby; tnetfrance, storage, brokerage 
and commiesion forthe faetor. How does tne 
transaction stand if entered into at Louisville? 
The purchaser for Europe pays $2 per hogshrad 
warebouse fees, and charges his orokerage for 


some timea smal) fire insurance. This covers 
all charges, ae according te our tobacco law we 
bave four months free storage in warenouses. 
Shipments are made direct from warehouse, with- 
out charge ef dragage,to New York or Balti- 
mo 6, and delivered by the railroad alongside of 
the vessel in the harbor. The great competition 
among railroacs leading from hereto the sea- 
beard bas ineured tor us a moderat rate of 
freight. The average rate from hereto the E:-t 
tor the largest shipments from Louisville fas no 
exc eded, during the pa-t season, an average © 
43 per 100 !bs from (he warehouse here to aboard 
of European vessel at New York, delivered there 
free of extra eharge. The rate to Baltimore, a 
prominent and much-favored forwarding point, 
to Germany has generally been 10c per 100 lbs 
levs. 

The EKuropean buyer, by avoiding all charges 
at the seaboara, and shipplag through direct from 
here to his vessel, saves %c per pound, and we 
will here add that ibis ls oot a mere asseriion, 
but a fact proven by experience and actual! trans- 
actions of magnitude known to us, Iadeed, the 
most superficial observer can readily see that a 
product will yield the most satisfactory result to 
the seller where the buyer can afford to give bim 
the fullest value in consideration of the «aving 
in charges. The ebrewd and closely-caiculating 
merebarts of Rurope realize this more and more 
and, besides the Governmeat contractors, he 
large dealers in the grat markets of Bremen and 
Antwerp have increased their altention auna- 
ally to Loulsviile. 

In this copnection it ts quite propar to remark 
that the war now ragirg ip Europe, the duratioo 
and ultimate consequences of which no ove can 
foretell, bas had a depres-ipg effect upon odusi- 
ness generally, and tobacco has not been an ex- 
ception, though suffering less, perhaps, than some 
other articles of export. Under these circum- 
sanc 8,it is difficult to arrive at any satisfactory 
copciusions with regara to the Eu:Opean de- 
mand, evpecially from France, and there is great 
doubt with regard to Spain. 

There is some difference of opinion among fac- 
tors and buyers with regaru to the extent of the 
WESTERN CROP 
for the year 1&70, and at this early day it is dim- 
cult to arrive at satisfactory conclusions. It ts 
kcowb, however, that the crop is large and bas 
been s cured without damage from frosts. The

Tis may ap- 
pear large, but when it is remembered that a 
much larger area was pianted this year than 
last; that throughout the season the weather has 
generally beea favorable for the growth and 
maturity of the pliant, our estimate for 1870 will 
pot be regarded ustoo high. It ta now xnown 
that the estimate of the crop for 186) was not 
higb enougB, as wiil be shown by the receipts of 
ihe oiflerent markets, which will, when made up, 
appear in our Dext annual review. 
: Of the Western crop of i700, Itt 14 esthnated 
thatibe home markets will require 50,000 bhds.

river, the damag~ had been}severa. Views as to 
the usefulness of frozen tobaceo differed; with 
almest ne experience about such badiy trog+p 
and biackened leaf to guide us, it ts not to be 
wondered at that many fntelligent to. 
bacce men considered it almost worth- 
less, acd the opening prices tor 
lt were low. Experiments and trialk« tn Am=«ri- 
ca and Earope demonstrated later in the season 
that the~ frozen jJeaf could be used for vartous 
purposer, aad with this knowledge gained lis 
value steadily increased, yielding a bandisome 
return to the farmers whd, in the beginning of 
the season, expected to realize little or nothiug 
for thetr black frozen. 

The market generally was fine throughout the 
month of November; jugs advanced over 1 per 
cent,; the quantity of them being very small in 
our moderate stock, consi-ting mostly of ponde- 
script leaf.
